In
November 2010, plaintiff filed a Government Tort Claim alleging
sexual assault and battery. In March 2011, plaintiff filed a lawsuit
alleging sexual battery, intentional infliction of emotional distress
and violation of civil rights.

o Staff person history of being accused of similar or lesser degree type actions.
o Plaintiff belief that staff member was a peace officer.
o Witness recollection or lack thereof of certain actions or activities.

o Peace Officer/Staff Person deviation from Policy related to Employvee Conduct
